1.  Promotions  from  the  grade  of  sergeant  to  that 
of  lieutenant,  except  in  the  Bureau  of  Criminal  Investiga- 
tion, will  hereafter  be  by  competitive  examination  of  ser- 
geants who  have  served  in  that  grade  for  a  period  of  five 
years  or  more. 

2.  Promotions  from  the  grade  of  patrolmen  to 
that  of  sergeant,  except  in  the  Bureau  of  Criminal  Investi- 
gation, will  hereafter  be  by  competitive  examination  of  pa- 
trolmen who  have  served  in  that  grade  for  a  period  of  six 
years  or  more. 

3.  All  applicants  for  promotion  will  be  required 
to  undergo  a  physical  examination. 

4.  The  eligible  list  when  made  will  last  for  two 
years,  unless  under  the  rules  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
a  new  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  one  year.
